The
publication was resented by the Demo-
erals as n forgery and a libel on thelr
Candidate, and so it proved to be, for
it turned out that there was no such
person as Ioorback and that the pre
tended Jetter was written by a «disrep-
utable politiclan of New York who
posed as an abolitionist, The incident

of belng well dressed, Depressing for
the reason that they were so appall-
ingly low, Nothing so produces dis-
courangement in humans, writes a fash-
fon nuthority, as to be told that they )
should and can accomplish a desired
result on A sum of money that they
consider alraost too small for the pre
liminaries

You as & woman know that full well,
What would reduce you to greater rage
or a feellng of utter hopelessness than
to be told by the head of the famlly
of the amazing achlevements of an-
other woman In regard to money, to
¢lothes, and to food?

You have done your best with your
allowance, of that you are sure, Such
is the feellng that surges In every
woman's mind and heart when Wash-
ington {nforms us, Infrequently, what
can be done In our own chosen line of
work at a slight expenditure of money.

Now, when Washington—through
the bureau of Iabor statistics, not
through the White House—gives as
the average cost of belng well dressed
the following figures, one feels like
glving up the whole problem of how to
look well on little, The total yearly
allowance for dress of these women
who make a amart appearance (the
phrase belongs with the statistics) is
$125 a year. Can you do it?

Here Are the Figures,

Outside clothing (sults, conts, sweat-
ers, dresses, walsts, d skirts),
$67.658; hats, $11.50; shoes, $14.20;
gloves, $3.82; stockings, $5.08; corsets,

summer skirts, 88 to $5; party dress
(worn for two years), $25,

“If close economy {8 necessary, a

skirt at sbout $5 may be worn with

plece dress, or a dress walst worn with
a sult may be substituted for un eve-
ning dress, or a winter coat may be
worn for three seasons, or an evenlng
dress for three or four years. In view
of theé runge of cholee, it appears that
|2 woman may reasonpably be expected
i to secure outside elothing for & good

appearance at an expenditure of from
£70 to $75.

“As regards articles of dress other
( than outside clothing, the necessary
expenditures would be distributed
roughly as follows: Hats, $10 to §15;
shoes, 812 to $17; gloves, $2.650 to §5;
stockings, $3 to 87 : corsets, £2 to 85;
underwenr, $0 to £10; and miscelln-
neous, approximateiy $10. Allowling for
Individual wvarintion In und
choice, this means an annoal expendl-
ture of from £50 to 260 for these ar-
ticles, which us a rule have to he re-
pluced each year.
